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NATIONAL EDUCATION. 
Tue problem which now most urgently demands the 
attention of socia] and political reformers is how to provide 
for the sound education, in their respective degrees, of all 
classes of English children, Without such provision, the late 
wide extension of the electoral suffrage might indeed prove 
to be “a leap in the dark”—a plunge of the State into 
bottomless depths of popular ignorance and passion, Without 
a more general diffusion of the truths of social economy, and 
a thorough discipline of all our youth in the habits of 
reflection, forethought, and self-control, it is to be feared that 
the influences of Communism, already too apparent in the 
proceedings of the Trades’ Unions, might sooner or later 
destroy our industrial system, Without the develop- 
ment of a higher average of intelligence amongst the 
working hands of our manufacturing districts, as well 
as technical instruction to perfect their special efficiency in 
their particular trades, it is even doubtful whether we can 
stand the competition of the Germans, the French, and the 
Americans in the world’s markets, These admissions can no 











longer be denied ; they are sustained by the repeated testi- 
monies and by the earnest warnings of all men of experience, 
in every station and of every party, who have recently ad- 
verted to the question, which is for England, at this moment, 
a question of national life or death. No statesman will ven- 
ture to neglect it when it shall appear to be within the range 
of the powers and duties of Government to do something for 
this essential condition of public welfare, The Parlia- 
mentary atmosphere is already rife with the rumour of 
coming education debates. In the House of Commons on 
Tuesday, Mr, Henry Austin Bruce, the late Vice-President of

Elementary or primary education, such as the Committee of | 





Council takes under its patronage, and such as Mr, Bruce 
desires to promote, is not to be measured, of course, by the 
mere attainment of the arts of reading and writing. What 
the whole people and every child in the country want, above 
all, is sound mental culture—a training in correct habits of 
thought, accompanied with more or less knowledge of 
facts and principles, useful to each of them in his place 
in life, It might be very possible for wise parents 
or teachers, though as illiterate as the majority of 
our ancestors were three or four centuries ago, to give 
their children a tolerable degree of this wholesome 
intellectual training. Individual cases are still frequently 


peasants, whose life makes them acquainted with an ever- 
changing variety of natural facts likely to foster a reflective 
habit of mind, But these are exceptional instances; and the 
positive knowledge which a working man requires in 
modern England, to fit him for a respectable and comfortable 
life, must be derived in great part from books, and even from 
newspapers, The conditions of safe and happy existence, not 
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to speak of success or progress, in a civilised community, 
demand a certain acquaintance with the instruments of 
literature and calculation, Reading, writing, and arith- 
metic, therefore, may well be taken for the signs, though we 
do not esteem them as the substance, of primary education. 
They also form the most convenient test for reckoning, in 
round numbers, the amount of instruction actually existing 
amongst the people, 
= Now, it isa deplorable and shameful fact that the English 
people are worse off in this respect than any other 
civilised and Protestant nation, In many districts it has been 
found that one third of the grown-up men and half the 
women are quite unable to read and write, The consequences 
may be traced, with remarkable certainty, in the statistics of 
pauperiem and crime, Where the gaol returns, presented at 
assizes and quarter sessions, notify in the case of each prisoner 
whether he can read or write, or can do so but imperfectly, the 
calendar never fails to prove that ignorance, with the destitu- 
tion and intemperance which usually attend it, produces 
nine tenths of the punishable offences, If the Poor-Law 
authorities would order similar returns to be made of the 
inmates cf union workhouses, they would show a correspond- 
ing result, But we have referred to a comparison with foreign 
nations, Let us turn our eyes to Prussia, which is now be- 
coming, thanks to her care for popular education, the foremost 
country in Europe. Mr. Joseph Kay told us, immediately 
after the battle of Sadowa, that since all the new levies for 
the Prussian army during the last five years have been 
examined, including the whole masculine youth of the 
different provinces, it has been ascertained that only 
one young man out of every 250 in the whole kingdom 
cannot read and write. We may say of that nation that it 
deserves all the success it wins in peace or war, The reports 
we have published on the foreign manufactures in the Paris 
Exhibition show that the universality of education, as defined 
above, in several German States and in some cantons of 
Switzerland, as well as in the New England States of America, 
favours their success in the arts of peace. As for the modern 
art of war, it demands now more than ever a fair degree of 
intelligence in the soldier, Breech-loading rifles are not the 
tools for mere brawny louts to handle, 

But we trust it is scarcely needful to say more of the neces- 
sity for doing something to secure the means of education to 
every boy and girlin England. Yet there may be some who 
think, however indistinctly and confusedly, that this is a 
matter to be left to the spontaneous operation of the law of 
demand and supply. This fallacy is connected with the idea, 
which is but a half-truth, that the care of a child belongs to 
its parents alone. For nobody can expect the child, of 
his own accord, feeling the want of education, to provide 
himself with a school, and to attend it, as a grown-up man 
would freely join with others in a literary and scientific 
institution, It is therefore assumed, in the first place, that 
parents of every class are disposed to exert themselves and to 
deny themselves for the sake of educating their children ; 
secondly, that they are capable of devising the means of edu- 
cation and of instituting good schools; and, thirdly, that 
they can and will induce the children to goto school, Now, 
we are convinced that in the poorest and most numerous 
class of society all three conditions fail, The second 
condition fails also in the middle and higher classes; 
for we do not see that they are content to trust to the 
law of demand and supply for the-spontaneous creation 
of grammar schools, public schools, and colleges, of Eton and 
Rugby, Harrow and Winchester, for the education of their 
own sons, The fact is, that parents are not at all capable of 
establishing or controlling, and often not even of selecting, 
the institutions where their children should be taught, 

Setting aside, therefore, the fallacy of a demand sufficient 
to produce a supply, to what quarter must we look for the 
establishment of popular schools? Let us gladly and gratefally 
acknowledge the bounty which has actually done so much 
towards this great object in connection with the Church and 
other religious atsociations throughout the kingdom, It may 
almost be said that the parish clergy, with their friends among 
the gentry and other laity of England, beside the supporters 
of the British schools, the Wesleyan schoole, and others be- 
longing to Dissenters, have done all that has yet been done, 
the value of which we shall not underrate. The history of 
popular education has, so far, been somewhat analogous to 
that of the provision for relieving the poor. Before the Pro- 
testant Reformation, it was by the gifts of Christian charity, 
by the care of the clergy, by the administration of the 
monasteries, that the hungry were fed; but in the reign of 
Elizabeth the relief of destitution was made a function of the 
secular authorities by the first poor law, And so it will be, 
in the reign of Victoria, with the establishment and main- 
tenance of schools for the people. Nevertheless, it seems 
highly probable, and certainly is not undesirable, that the 
Church of England, and other religious communities of a 
voluntary character, may still keep up their own “ denomina- 
tional” schools, with the encouragement and assistance of 
the State. It is well understood that in these schools, of 
which there are nearly 14,000, containing a million of 
children, under the inspection of the Committee of Council, 
ihe principle adopted has been to spend the public money in 
payment only for the secular element of the education ; and it 
would appear consistent to extend the same patronage to 
entirely secular schools, 

The bill introduced by Mr, Bruce and Mr. W. E. Forster, 
in accordance with the resolutions of the influential conference 
held at Manchester two months ago (in which two Deans and 
other clergymen joined), proposes a local rate, under municipal 

or other local management, to supplement the deficient opera- 
tion of the present system of mixed voluntary and Governmental 





agencies, There can be no doubt whatever that, in large and 
populous cities, in the manufacturing districts especially, 
where the activity of the different religious bodies which set 
up schools must fail to cope with the huge task of educating 
hundred of thousands of children, this plan may be applied 
with the greatest advantage. We do not believe it to be 
equally applicable to all the agricultural districts, nor will the 
necessity for a school-rate be felt or shown in every district 
alike, though it appears there are several thousand rural 
parishes in England and Wales not yet provided with any 
schools under the inspection of the Committee of Council, It 
has therefore been wisely resolved to propose the enactment 
of a merely permissive measure, enabling the ratepayers of 
any town or district to levy a rate for distribution amougst 
the schools in union, subject to conditions like those of the 
Committee of Council, with the so-called Conscience Clause, 
exempting any Dissenter’s child in a Church school from the 
religious part of the teaching. In districts where no sufficient 
school accommodation exists, the application of this measure 
is to be made compulsory by an Order of Council, upon satis- 
factory evidence of the fact after a special inquiry, which 
may be demanded by one tenth of the ratepayers, What the 
plan of her Majesty’s Government may be, and how far it 
resembles that of Mr. Bruce, we shall see next week, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCE, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Th ursday, March 19, 
A SEMI-OFFICIAL pamphlet has made its appearance in Paris during 
the present week, under the designation of * Les Titres de la Dynastie 
Impériale,” in which, to quote the opening passage, is “ united in a 
eingle publication the various manifestations of the national will 
which have founded the Napoleonic dynasty under two Republics 
and two Empires, and from which singular contribution to history a 
great political lesson may be derived.” After drawing a parallel 
between the two Napoleons, who have been “hailed three 
times by France as her saviours,” the pamphlet proceeds 
to defend the Constitution of 1852, and enumerates the various 
measures which have formed, so to speak, halting- points 
of the Imperial Government in the Liberal path upon which it has 
entered, and which have been productive, it maintains, of the hap- 
piest results. There is nothing in the pamphlet that one has not 
heard twenty times before, and though a certain amount of excite- 
ment has been got up with reference to it, it will be utterly for- 
gotten by the end of next week, as far as Paris is concerned. It 
may? however, not be without its effect on the provinces, 
he Public Meetings Bill has made rapid progress in the Corps 
Législatif, the first fifteen —- except article 12, withdrawn 
by the Government, having been adopted up to last evening. M. 
Garnier-Pagés made a most interesting epeceh at the opening of the 
discussion—of course, in favour of largely extending the right of 
meeting—during which he cited some striking examples of the blind 
obstinacy shown by Louis Phili —y J , the revo- 
lution of 1848. The Royal Princes, Mars Gérard, Marshal 
Sebastien, and M. Duchatel, Minister of the Interior, vainly en- 
deavoured to persuade him to make concessions, He contented 
himself with replying to them that they did not understand Paris or 
France, and that the French never made a revolation during winter. 
M. Jules Simon condemned the illiberal character of the new Minis- 
terial measure, which only permits public meetings on subjects un- 
connected with politics or religion, and held in a place not merely 
inclosed but roofed in, A judicial or administrative functionary, 
wearing his insignia of office, must, moreover, be present at 
every meeting. “In the Middle Ages,” said he, “people could 
think; but if they spoke they were burned, now they are im- 
prisoned ; that is the only difference I can see.”’ He moreover 
taunted the Government with being “ afraid of the red spectre.” M. 
Rouher rose to reply to him, and certainly made a most emphatic 
speech. He told the Opposition that the absolute liberty demanded 
by them for public gatherings of all kinds was tantamount to 
asking for the re-establishment of political clubs, which had been 
2 of the greatest disorders at various epochs of French 
istory. ‘I have seen clubs,” observed he; “ I havespoken at their 
meetings, as others did; and what did [ see there? The most 
violent passion, and ‘he most sterile hostility. I seldom saw reason 
listened to; on the contrary, usually sneered at; and passion, 
cupidity, and love of the reversal of order surging in the breasts of 
men whom no sentiment of respect for the mutual rights of others 
restrained or arrested.” M.Rouher accused the Opposition of a 
retrograde policy, of representing the opinions which predominated 
during the years 1792 and 1793, “ You are not in the front rank,” 
he exclaimed, addressing the ition, “ you are in the rearguard, 
and in that of the worst days of our history.” This last remark was 
received, of course, with tremendous cheering from the occupants of 
the benches on the Right.

LAW AND POLICE, 

Judgment was given in the House of Lords, on Thursday week, 
in the appeal of “ pbell v. Earl Dalhousie and Others,” involving 
a sum of £28,120 expended by the late Marquis of Breadalbane on 
his estates, The Lord Chancellor said that the two appeals before 
the House raised questions of t importance, no doubt, to the 

jes concerned, — oe w there could be no serious 7 

e first question rai by the appellants was directed st the 
finality certain proceedings taken by the late Marquis of 
Breadalbane under the Act 10 George ITI., c. 55 (commonly called 
the Montgomerie Act), which had the effect of charging his entailed 
estates, and the ground of argument was that the appellant was not 
represented in those proceedings. But the appellant’s father was a 
party to those pou, and it would be impossible to give a 
rational construction to the Act if the ancestor could not bind his 
descendants, The avers by the late Marquis must therefore 
be taken to have established finally the propriety of the charges 
against the entailed estates, He thought, however, that the late 

arquis of Breadalbane, having availed himself of the facilities 

iven by the Rutherfurd Act for making good these charges, must 
taken to have made his election between the two Acts, and to 
have abandoned the position which he had formerly taken as a 
creditor against the estates under the Montgomerie Act. The inter- 
locutor or decree of the court below must therefore be revised in so 
far as the sum ef £5000 is charged upon the estates under the 
Montgomerie Act, without prejudice to the appellant taking any 
steps which he may be advised to make good his charge for that 
amount under the Rutherfurd Act. In other respects the interlo- 
cutors should be affirmed. Lords Westbury and Colonsay concurred. 
On the question being put, the interlocutors oo from were 
affirmed with the variation suggested by the Lord Chancellor, The 
first appeal consequently was sustained to the extent of that varia- 
tion, and the second appeal was dismissed with costs, 


Yesterday week Vice-Chancellor Malins rejected the motion to

At the Stafford Assizes, last Saturday, an action was brought by 
Mr. Samuel Buxton, bleacher, of Fazeley, against the North-Eastern 
Railway Compeny, for damages on account of injuries sustained by 
an accident on defendants’ line, The plaintiff, who is sixty-two 

ears of age, claimed damages for business losses, “ structural suffer- 
ings,” and “ the agony he endured in the anticipation of an untimely 
end.”

He tried to shake off 
the effects of the accident by going to Derby, and afterwards to 
Lichfield races; but his efforts were ineffectual. His business fell 
cff, and “his limbs failed him,” The jury awarded him £800. 


A point of cab law was yesterday week in dispute before Mr. 
Barker at Clerkenwell. A gentleman was summoned by a cabman 
for = fare. The defendant, an invalid, had hired the cab by the hour 
at Holloway, and told the cabman to drive him down the Green 
Lanes. The cabman did so, and when the hour was up the invalid 
found himself at some distance from home, and was told that if he 
wanted to return he must take the vehicle by distance. On his 
return he refused to pay the money (simply for the purposejof having 
the matter settled by a magistrate).

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INTERESTING and important as was the great Irish debate of 
four nights, it may prove to have been but “a swelling pro- 
logue to an Imperial theme.” There was a whisper towards 
the close of the concluding night that a notice would then 
be “tabled” by Mr, Gladstone with intent to bring on « 
crisis, and though on that occasion calmer counsels prevailed, 
intimation has since been given to the proposed effect ; and a 
few hours after these lines are in type, the Opposition gauntlet 
will, in all probability, be thrown down, This fact, of course, 
deprives the more pacific proceedings of much of their interest ; 
but a brief review, less of the speeches than of the situation, 
is necessary to an exact understanding of the tactica which 
seem at length to have brought the leaders of party fase to 
face for real fray. 

The Thursday was marked by addresses from Mr, Horsman, 
Mr, Lowe, and Mr, Mill—each able in its way—all con- 
demnatory of the Irish Church, but none setting forth more 
than the distinguished speaker's personal convictions; nor 
was there much of note in the general defence with which 
the Home Secretary took their points in his target, An 
utterance, on the next night, by Mr, Chichester Fortescue, 
the last Chief Secretary for Ireland, to the effect that Govern- 
ment would not be permitted to delay justice to that country, 
was noticed as a strong hint; and it was followed up on the 
concluding night by language from Mr, Gladstone which, 
perhaps, the leader of Opposition might not have used 
but for the tremendous and exhilarating plaudits which came 
down on him from the Liberal ranks; then, for the first 
time, he avowed his belief that the hour of the Church of 
Ireland had come, We may say, indeed, that the Liberals 
as a body appeared to feel something of surprise, as well as of 
gratification, when, after a very long and not very brilliant 
introduction, in which there was more energy than oratory, 
Mr, Gladstone gave out the word “disestablish.” With 
that word he went to the head of the Opposition, and 
vigorously grasped the biton which had previously but 
dangled in his hand, From that moment it was felt that 
real antagonism was approaching, and Mr. Gladstone inti- 
mated, we might almost say threatened, that, if the Premier's 
speech were not materially different from the speeches of his 
colleagues, it would be the duty of the Opposition to take the 
decided opinion of the House, and this not as a mere declara- 
tion, but with a practical step to show the Irish nation that 
Parliament is in earnest, 

The Premier's reply was certainly different from the 
speeches of any of his colleagues, though not in the sense 
which Mr, Gladstone intended, It was at first as ineffective 
as had been the opening of his rival, with the added disad- 
vantage that the House was less ready to tolerate weakness, 
because the preceding speech had worked up the members to 
the expectation of a spirited reply, But Mr, Disraeli had 
planned his course, and is not easily turned from it. He 
bestowed the prepared badinage upon the new-born enthu- 
siasm of the Opposition for the settlement of a question of 
seven hundred years—a question which, during his tenure of 
office, the leader of that Opposition had not touched with one 
of his fingers. But he took higher ground, and defended the 
principle of ecclesiastical establishments, dwelt upon the im- 
portance of the connection of religion and government, 
refusing to regard the latter as a mere matter of 
police, and insisted upon the importance of a Church, 
which steadied men’s faith, Still, he produced no 
great effect—it may be that his commendations of 
religious influences were felt to be somewhat professional, 
not to say perfunctory, and it was not until he had done with 
praising a religious people and asserting its affection for 
Establishments that he made his great point, Saddenly

becoming practical, he thundered out a denial that the 
present Parliament had any moral right to abolish the 
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Irish Church, and he declared that such a course should 
be preceded by an appeal to the nation, This, of course, 
told upon the House; Ministerial cheers came down thick 
and fast ; and the Premier said that he had thought the best 
way would be to close the business of the Session, as was the 
intention of the Government, and hasten, as he was prepared 
to do, to that appeal to the enlarged sympathies fortunately 
secured by the Reform Act of last Session, It was “ prepos- 
terous” to assert that this Parliament ought to decide on the 
question of continuing ecclesiastical endowments, 


So matters were brought, informally, to an issue, Mr, 
Maguire's motion being, by general assent, withdrawn, and so 
the extraordinary Irish debate ended, Mr, Gladstone, as has 
been said, has taken a step towards carrying out the menace 
of his speech, and we have now to see whether the Liberal 
army can be once more united into a majority willing to carry 
an anti-Ministerial declaration, The crisis appears to us to 
be one in which very great advantages would be gained to the 
country by an adjustment, or at least a postponement of battle, 
and the statesman who at this point should interpose with a 
well-devised suggestion that stayed the fray would do more 
service than he wots of. It is not of a mere party 
victory and defeat that we speak. There are times when 
such struggles are productive of positive, visible good; 
they brace the minds of the statesmen, and they enlist 
the interest of the nation in its politics, But what is to 
be got at such a period as this by an unsettlement of men’s 
minds, when a great and general struggle of a novel character 
is so close at hand, Will the new constituency be induced to 
think better of the governing classes, or be more willing to 
submit to their leadership, when, in the few months before 
dissolution, the great chiefs are seen trying to outbid each 
other for the sake of power? There have been some strange 
stories of wild extravagance in the way of turf gambling 
of late; but it appears to us that they have been paralleled 
by what we have seen in the way of high prices paid or 
offered by statesmen for the retention of, or accession to, 
place, We are far from convinced that the signs of the 
political times are of the good omen which just now the 
augurs should be most eager to detect, 

We are not going to invoke Mr, Bright's aid to arrange the 
crisis, nor do we suppose that he will withhold speech or vote 
from Mr. Gladstone ; but we caxnot conclude a sketch of the 
most important debate of the day without a tribute to the 
masterly eloquence displayed by the member for Birmingham 
on the last night but one of the Irish debate. His land plan 
will pass away and be forgotten, but his speech will not ; and 
the conclusion, in which he implored his audience to forget 
party, and to think only of justice and of moderation, hada 
religious flavour which took back reading men to certain days 
when indeed not much of either was shown, especially in 
regard to Ireland, but when men spoke the good old English 
of a good old book. We are not so unreasonable as to expect 
Mr, Bright, for all that, to forego the excitement of political 
battle, but a better opportunity has never been presented to 
aman of weight and of adroitness than is effered by the 
present situation of parties,

The secon 
method may, in the opinion of the Syndicate, be provided for by cer- 
tain regulations, which the Syndicate recommend to the Senate for 
its ion. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday there was a debate on the Irish 
question at the Union. The motion before the house was proposed 
by Mr, Moulton, the vice-president :—“ That im the opinion of this 
house the state of Ireland demands extraordinary conciliatory 
measures.” This was to be amended by Mr. Moore, of 
Katherine's, by a declaration that “the t state of Irelani caa 
only be semedied by the repeal of the Union.”

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT, 


For once in a way the House of Peers, during last week, was more 
attractive than the Commons for an hour, though the Irish debate 
was going on in the latter house. The gilded chamber was dressed 
cut with ladies who, sitting in the galleries, suggest a likeness to a 
fringe of flower and ribbons aloft on the walls of a festal hall, while 
the rougher sex gathered thick and eager. There must have been a 
notion that the Duke of Argyll (who was to resume his function of 
crushing Conservative Premiers, and who, Lord Derby having dis- 
appeared, was to commence operations on Mr, Disraeli) would 
have a more formidable antagonist than Lord Malmesbury, 
and that there was to be a set-to worth witnessing. No doubt, the 

e€ went in vigorously for showing that the M‘Callum Mohr of 
the preeent day bas not to any extent lost the hot blood of 
the Campbells; and had it not been for his efforts to seem 
grand and lofty, whereas he appeared to be only passionate 
and bitter, he would have been rather effective than not. 
The question of real leadership of the House was decided 
by the fact that on this, a party and almost personal 
squabble, and not a high matter of State, the Lord Chancellor 
descended from his pride of place and entered into the arena of 
comparatively petty strife.

But it may well be said that, apart from its uses, which are 
many, it exhibited the debating power of the House of Commons 
very favourably. The notable men excelied their ordinary selves 
in their deliverances. Thus, Mr. Horsman, though as reckless and 
loose as ever in assertion, was closer in argament than heretofore ;

customary with him; and, above all, he was prudent enough for 
once to bring his speech into moderate compass; and he mate 
only cne peroration instead of half a dozen, as usual. It 
was almost, as the heralds would say, or upon ar for Mr, 
Lowe to follow him with only one parenthetical country 
gentleman between them, but the member for Calne was in 
excellent vein. He did not seem to bein a hurry, and in the early 
part of his speech spoke more slowly and without any of that 
slithering, clipping articulation which causes him sometimes to be 
unintelligible, except to those quite close to him, when he is making 
a point or completing an antithesis. If possible, keen sarcasm and 
subtle argument were more than usually mixed up with humorous 
illustration; and, notably when he dealt with Mr. Stuart Mill's 
land-plan for Ireland, he contrived thoroughly to convince 
everyone for’the moment that it was possible for a philosopher 
to make bimeself very ridiculous when he tries to become prac- 
tical. Like all the Liberals, real or cuepeens, Mr. Lowe seems 
to have made up his mind as to the Irish Church, and his voice 
sounded loud and clear in the chorus of “ Delenda est,” which was 
chanted all through the debate. The anxiety which has been felt 
about Mr. Jacob Bright’s qualification of active memberdom has been 
to a degree relieved by his having made his début. —— to say that 
he has no sort of resemblance in any respect to his brother John, and 
that he spoke with a platform twang about him, enough will have been 
said by the announcement of the fact of his appearance. A very 
manful effort was made by Mr, Stuart Mill to reply impromptu to Mr.

nent, and obtained that best of all starts, one which is made amidst 
the laughter of honourable members, who are thus put int> good 
humour.

On the land question Mr. Glad- 
stone asserted that the real grievance of the'Irish people had been 
acknowledged by the Devon Commission, which had recommended 
a measure of compensation for improvements, A just land law he 
laid down to be one under which, in the absence of any contract 
between landlord and tenant, the improvements effected by the 
tenant should be his property ; and he preferred to trust rather to 
the operation of such a ocseety Ome to any measure for fixity of 
tenure. Commenting on Mr. Bright's plan, he pointed out some 
difficulties to it.

ment would be entirely absent, and the Universities could not any 
longer be looked upon as seminaries for intending Ministera of the 
Church of England. It was their earnest desire that the colleges 
should not lose their just weight over the thought of the couatry. 
Against wise concessions the petitioners made no stand, The petition 
was ordered to lie on the table, 

Lord Taunton asked when it was probable that the second report 
of the Ritual Commission would be presented. It was seven moaths 
since any report had been made by the Commissionera. The noble 
Lord passed strictures upon the practice of Ritualism in many con- 
gregations. He wished to see removed from the Church all causes 
of strife, and clergymen ought to leave off those practices which 
their own consciences must tell them were wrong. If the Com- 
missioners did not attempt to grapple with the question their whole 
labours would be thrown away.

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MR. WARD HUNT, M.P. 
Tue Right Hon. George Ward 
Hunt, who has recently acceded, 
not without approbation, to the 
office of Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, is the only surviving son 
of the late Rev. George Hunt, 
of Buckhurst, Berks, and Waden- 
hoe House, Oundle, Northampton- 
shire, by Emm daughter of 
Samuel Gardiner, ., of Coombe 
Lodge, Oxfordshire. He was born 
in 1825, and married, in 1857, 
Alice, third daughter of the Right 
Rev. Robert Eden, Bishop of 
Moray and Ross. He was edu- 
cated at Eton, and at Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he was 
second class in classics in 1848, 
He was called to the Bar in 1851, 
and for a short time went the 
Oxford Circuit, but discontinued 
to practice, 

he political rise of Mr. Ward 
Hunt, which has culminated in 
his attaining to the function of 
Minister of Finance at the early 
age of forty-three, was begun 
in 1852, when he was a candi- 
date for the borough of North- 
ampton, but unsuccessfully, In 
April, 1857, he again stood for the 
borough, but was again defeated. 
At the general election of 1857, 
when Lord Palmerston appealed 
to the country on his Chinese 
policy, Mr. Ward Hunt, in his 
absence abroad, was again pro- 
as the Conservative can- 

idate for the borough, being 
represented with great energy by 
his younger brother. The other 
aspirants, who were Liberals, were 
Mr, Vernon Smith, now Lord 
Lyveden, then President of the 
Board of Control, who had repre- 
sented Northampton town for 
many years, and Mr, Charles 
Gilpin, now member for the 
place. It was very important in 
such a juncture that the Govern- 
ment of Lord Palmerston should 
not receive a check by the rejec- 
tion of a Cabinet Minister + a 
constituency with which he had 
been so long connected; bat 
the supporters of Mr. Ward Hunt 
were so numerous and their pro- 
ceedings so vigorous, that for a 
time it was believed that Mr. 
Vernon Smith would fail to obtain 
a seat; there being no doubt as 
to Mr. Gilpin’s being at the head 
of the poll. In this emergency 
Mr. Gilpin was induced to coalesce 
with Mr. Vernon Smith, and he 
openly on the hustings acknow- 
ledged his having done so, In 
the result, Mr. Vernon Smith was 
elected by a small majority over 
Mr. Ward Hunt. In December, 
1857, on the death of Mr. Augustus 
Stafford, Mr. Hunt was returned 
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for the northern division of the 
county of Northampton. Some- 
thing was rumo at the time 
with regard to a slight dissatisfac- 
tion being felt amongst the county 
magnates at his having aspired to 
that honour; but as he soon took 
an excellent position in the House 
he was again returned in 1859, beat- 
ing a Liberal candidate in the per- 
son of Mr, Fitzpatrick Vernon, ason 
of his old opponent in Northampton 
borough, ie Vernon Smith. In 
1865 he was once more chosen, 
without opposition, Always an 
active and business member, in the 
early part of the Session of 1866 
Mr. Hunt took a very prominent 
position by introducing a bill for 
dealing with the cattle plague, 
which he pene on part passu 
with that of the Government with 
indomitable energy. From that 
time Mr. Ward Hunt was booked 
for office; and it was freely said 
that, in the event of the Con- 
servatives coming into power, 
that he might even aspire to the 
Home Secretaryship, though 
more generally it was believed 
that he was destined for the Under 
Secretaryship of that Department. 
When, on the accession of Lord 
Derby in June, 1866, Mr. Hunt 
became Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury, no objection was 
raised, and, as he apparently did 
not disdain to seek advice from 
his predecessor in office, and 
was clearly most diligent 
in the performance of his duties, 
by the time that that Session 
closed he was in excellent trim, 
and quite par negotiis. During 
the Session of 1867 his fitness, both 
in regard to ability and that 
manner and tact which are essen- 
tial to a functionary who has so 
much to do with the management 
of the business, was amply proved ; 
while the mode in which he 
brought forward the sub-budget, 
rendered necessary by the Abys-

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THE NEW LORD JUSTICE 
SIR W. PAGE WOOD. 

Tux elevation of Lord Cairns to the woolsack 
as Lord High Chancellor having made vacant 
the place of one of the two Lords Justices 
of Ap in the Court of Chancery, it has 
been filled by the appointment of Sir William 
Page Wood, who was previously one of the 
Vice-Chancellors. This learned gentleman, 
who is tly respected both for his personal 
and judicial character, is the second son of the 
once celebrated Alderman Sir Matthew Wood, 
some time Lord Mayor of London, and long 
M.P for the City, who was created a Baronet 
in 1837 by Lord Melbourne’s Government, as 
an acknowledgment of his exertions in the 
cause of Reform, and of his popularity with 
his fellow citizens. Sir Matthew Wood was a 
native of Tiverton, in Devonshire, and had 
been apprenticed to a druggist at Exeter ; but,

from Mr. James Wood, banker, of Gloucester, 
Sir Matthew Wood, who had married the 
daughter of John Page, Esq., of Woodbridge, 
in Suffolk, died in 1843. The eldest son of 
Matthew was the late Rev. Sir John Page 
Wood, Bart., Vicar of Creesing, in Essex, and 
Rector of St. Peter's, Cornhill, whose death 
we recorded about two years ago. He was 
succeeded by the present Sir Francis Page 
Wood. Sir Matthew’s second son was the 
eminent lawyer, whose Portrait is engraved 
on this " e was born in 1801, and was 
educated at Winchester School, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated, and ~ 
won high honours, with a Fellowship. He .s 
was ed to the Bar in 1827 by the Hon, . “oh ", 
Society of Lincoln’s Inn, He obtainedaseat © \SoC\K ‘\ 
in the House of.

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THE NEW DOCKS AT MILLWALL, 


THE opening of the new docks constructed in 
Ine of Dogs, between the West India 


ts) ite Deptford and Greenwich, took place 
on Saturday last, We gave an Illustration, 
some months ago, of the progress of the 
works. This oe! undertaking belongs to 
the Millwall s and Land Company, 
of which Mr. Ayrton, M.P., is chairman, 
The whole extent of land purchased in the 
first instance by the Millwall Company was 
some 204 acres, of which they proposed to 
appropriate fifty-two acres to dock accommodation and 152 acres 
to wharves warehouse accommodation. At present there are 
only about thirty-three acres of water, and it is not intended to com- 
lete the remaining third until the requirements of trade shall have 
demonstrated. : 

The river frontage is admirable, There is at present only 
one entrance-lock to the wet and dry: docks; but, when the 
whole design has been carried into’ effect, there will be two

entrances, one on the eastern, the other on the western side, 
| The lock, which will serve all present purposes, is , A 
the largest in London, being 450 ft. long and 80 ft. wide. ere 
| are three pairs of lock-gates at the entrance, which will cnable

| the tide. The advantage of this can scarcely overrated, when 
erecting depends upon dispatch and activity in loading and re- 
\ ing.

Another advantage which this dock pre- 
sents over any other in London is that its 
depth of water is 28 ft. in the centre. This 
is the greatest depth of water attached to the 
entrance of any dock in London, the next 
yy | bein Victoria Dock, which is 
25 ft. 6in. e three pair of gates form two 
locks, the distance between the outer and 
middle pair of gates being 250 ft., while that 
between the middle and inner is 200ft.

lue bricks to 24 ft. below the top, and have 
stone copings | ft. 6 in. deep, formed of blocks 
not less than 4 ft. long, well united by stone 
joggies. For adepth of 6 ft, below the top of 
the coping the brickwork is 3 ft, thick ; then 
its thickness is increased to 3ft, 4in. for a 
depth of 10 ft., and then for a further depth 
of 10 ft. the thickness is made 3 ft. 9in. Below 
this the brickwork is thickened to 13 ft., a 
culvert being formed init. The upper part 
of the wall is well backed with concrete, 
courses of brickwork running back into this 
concrete to bind the whole together. The 
lock-gates, which are each 33 ft. wide by 31 ft. 
high, differ in the details of their construction 
from any hitherto erected in this country. 
They are what is termed “box-gates;” but 
instead of its being attempted to make the box 
formed by each leaf water-tight, the river side 
of each gate is perforated, so that the water 
flows freely in or out of the box. The other 
side of the gate next the dock is, of course, 
made water-tight. The gates so constructed 
will better resist the shock of any blow. The 
wet dock is a very fine in, The 
depth of water is 28ft. on the sill, 
which will enable vessels of the largest 
tonnage to enter and discharge their car- 
goes, Around, on the wharves, is excellent 
warehouse accommodation, and cranes have 
been erected — of lifting from 85 cwt. to 
15 tons, worked by hydraulic power. There 
are nine separate and commodious warehouses, 
and this number can be speedily increased 
should the requirements of trade call for 
the erection of more. Sheer-legs, worked by 
steam, and of a capacity of 80 tons, are 
being erected for masting and dismasting, aad 
the shipment and discharge of machinery and 
other heavy goods, Inside the dock is a buoy, 
at which vessels will be able to adjust their 
compasses, Inside the wet dock is a dry dock 
418 ft. long, 65 ft. wide at the entrance, an 
80 ft. wide in the centre, having a depth of 
25 ft. of water on the sill at Trinity high- 
water. In this dock is at present the Arapiles, 
a Spanish ironclad of 4300 tons, which, havin 
entered the wet dock last — although 
there was a heavy gale of wind blowing at 
the time, was passed into the graving Fock 
with the greatest facility. Engines and hy- 
draulic machinery have been erected all round 
the docks, and will also be employed in open- 
ing the lock-gates, sluices, road-bridges, and 
cranes, The sheds, warehouses, and cranes on the north, south, 
and west side of the docks are now all completed and quite 
ready for business, The Customs offices, contracted for by Messrs, 
Mills and Son, are also completed. 

The engines and machinery have been supplied by Messrs, 

mg and Co., and are in perfect working order; and the 

contractors for the whole have been Messrs, Kelk and Aird, the joint 
engineers being Mesers, Fowler and Wilson. 
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“NOTHING IN THE PAPERS.” 


GovéRSMENT having a bill before the Legislature for the pu of 
putting on end to the practice of public execution, and the principle 
of the bill having been affirmed in a previous Session, we may infer, 
in spite of experiences of the delay of a Fy proved measures, that 
the spectacle of a public death will soon ne away. But those 
who are inclined to be sanguine as to any early Parliamentary action 
may as well be told that agitation against the custom has been going 
oa for much more than half a century, and that exactly fifty 
years ago—namely, in a were speaking and writing 
strongly against the scenes which it is now proposed to abolish, On 
the morning of ge Feb, 17, in that year, four persons were 
hanged at Newgate. ‘wo were women, aged thirty and forty-five, 
who, with a man of about the latter age, were executed for forgery ; 
the fourth culprit, aged twenty-five, dying for burglary. The pro- 
ceedings were shocking, not only in themselves, but because the 
executioner did his duty so awkwardly that the criminals suffered 
greatly. The women were so faint with terror that ny 4 had 
to be lifted to the spot of death. The crowds groaned and hissed 
loudly. A discussion on the subject arose in the Common Council, 
which was not then renowned for the wisdom and decorum which 
now occasionally adorn its debates, and the Sheriffs were called to 
account, They refused to attend a committee on the subject, but 
spoke in Council and defended themselves, laying the blame on the 
Chaplain for giving too sudden a signal. But one of these Sheriffs 
gave vent to the following burst of petulance in reference to an 
alleged delay in the procession to the scaffold, “The culprits were 
singing their last hymn. But if gentlemen were so angry with the 
Sheriffs for giving an extension of half an hour to such wretched 
beings, why, on the next occasion, they should be hanged half an 
hour before their time.” It is not remarkable that this speech was 
followed by hissing and cries of shame, Fifty years have passed, 
and we have not yet got the law for performing the work in private, 
But we are likely to have it now, and not the less so that society 
has come to the conclusion that capital punishment cannot be dis- 
pensed with, and Continental communities, which had abolished it, 
are now re-enacting the penalty, There is but one other thing 
which ruffianism fears, and that is corporal punishment by means 
of the lash, and it may soon be a question whether in most cases 
of crimes of violence (all cases where a woman or child is the 
victim) this dreaded remedy should not be employed. It is 
useless to fight against facts: brutality is rampant, and needs the 
unishment feared by brutes. The whole subject of penalties will 
ve to be examined ere long; in the mean time, by all means let us 
remit the criminal who is to die to the silence and solemnity of 
private execution, and let the black flag and the tolling 
announce to his fellows that an example is being made. 





Old Hibernia has an imitator in New Scotia. At least the latter 
is vigorously bent upon throwing off the union with Canada, lately 
enacted ; has el anti-unionists in overwhelming majority, and 
sends a deputation to England to explain why the dominion of 
Canada ought not to include Nova Scotia.

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 


Mr. GeorGe Scaarr, F.S.A., secretary of the National Portrait 
Gallery, gave his fourth lecture on the Historical Portraiture of 
various times and countries, on Thursday week, the 12th inst., 


markable persons of the — were the crael and bi 
Alva and his opponent, William the Sileat, Prince of ge, and of 
both Mr, Scharf exhibited characteristic portraits, and gave interest- 
ing biographical details. Portraits of some of the most eminent 
persons connected with the Thirty Years War were also commented 
on, including the unfortunate Elector-Palatine ; Frederic, King of 
Bohemia, and his Queen ; Gustavus Adolphus, of Sweden ; Wallenstein, 
and Tilly, pain by eminent artists. Among the contemporary 
ainters in England Mr. Scharf noticed the works of Zuccaro (e.g. 
es VI. as a boy), and of Van Somer, Mytens, and Michael Wright, 
many of whose works cannot be ascribed to them through the names 
having been written at the back and covered up when the pictures 
were relined. In conclusion, Mr. Scharf adverted to the noble 
collection of medallions with inscriptions in the British Museum 
and strongly recommended that copies of them should be engraved 
and published. 

Mr. Scharf’s fifth lecture, given on Tuesday last, was devoted to 
Monumental ye illustrated by large drawings of character- 
istic British and foreign examples, In his introductory remarks he 
stated that for purposes of portraiture sculpture is more valuable 
than painting, and expressed his opinion to be in favour of the 
judicious use of colour in = referring to the advantageous 
way in which colour and gilding had been — by the best 
artists in the Middle Ages, and adding that our modern sculpture is 
cold and deficient in comparison. After referring to the excellent 
representations of monumental effigies in the books of Carter, Gough, 
Stothard, and others, Fn on the table before him, he gave a pon 
of remarks on the Royal tombs in various cathedrals and other 
churches, especially commenting on those at St. Denis, near Paris, 
their mutilation by the Revolutionists, and their restoration by the 
zeal and skill of M. Alexandre Lenoir, As peculiarities of the age, 
Mr, Scharf adverted to the ++ frequently sqpewenting ¢6 
monarch as he appeared both in life and after death, this being the 
case with Francis I. and his son Henry II. The noble tombs with 
fine portrait-sculpture at Canterbury Cathedral were specially 
noticed, and others within a day's journey of London referred to. 
The gradual variation in the attitude and position of the figures on 
the tombs was also commented on, abundant examples being found 
in Westminster Abbey. In this building are to be found numerous 
instances of the predominance of abstruse allegorical figures to the 
ao detriment of the portraitures, among which the monuments of 

rds Chatham and Mansfield, Pitt, Fox, and Wilberforce may 
certainly be included. With these the works of Chantrey may be 
favourably contrasted, 

Mr, W. Stanley Jevons, Professor of Political Economy at Owens 
College, Manchester, gave the Friday evening discourse—“On the 
Probable Exhaustion of our Coal-mines,” In his introductory 
remarks, he referred tothe recent enormous increase in the quantities 
raised from the mines of Great Britain—64,600,000 tons in 1854, 
and 101,630,000 tons in 1866. He stated that about half the carry- 
ing power of British railways is occupied in conveying coal, and 
that it would require a fleet of five times the amount of tonnage of 
the whole of the veesels which now enter English ports in a year to 
bear the whole of that coal, it being the greatest trade ever carried 
on, Every pound of it is intrinsically of extreme value, since the 
heat it yields is capable of conversion into mechanical power, light, 
and electricity—in short, into any form of force. As almost all our 
manufactures are carried on by the aid of coal, directly or indirectly, 
there is every reason to suppose that its employment will become 
more and more general. It is thus the mainspring of our prosperity. 
Even the economical use of coal tends to extend rather than restrict 
its use, for the cheaper the performance of an engine is, the more 
profit is derived from it, and the more engines are employed; 
and this Mr. Jevons proved from the history of the steam- 
engine. He expressed his opinion that the notion that elec- 
tricity would eventually supersede coal is fallacious, 
coal is the cheap source from which electricity itself is derived 
and new machines are now being invented by which electricity will 
be more economically obtained by its help; and, should any new 
and unknown source of power be some day discovered, we have no 
reason to suppose that Britain will possess supplies of it so richly 
as she sses coal, Mr. Jevons said that the limited extent of

CURRENT LITERATURE. 


History We the French Revolution, By Heinrich Von Sybel, Pro- 
fessor of History in the University of Bonn. Translated by Walter 
C. Perry, . Vols. 1 and2. (Murray.) The want of any book 
containing a thorough investigation of the causes and course of the 
Revolution of 1789, and the origin of the great Continental War, 
has long been confessed. Professor Von Sybel’s great work on this 
subject, first published in 1853, is held in high esteem by his own 
countrymen, and by the readers of contemporary German litera- 
ture amongst ourselves. The latest edition, with considerable 
alterations and extensions, was published in 1865. It is to Dr, 
Perry, of Bonn, himself the author of a valuable work of 
historical research, a treatise on “The Franks,” that English 
students of modern na are indebted for this admirably true 
and readable version of Von Sybel’s book. Students of history 
seeking not so much a sensational entertainment as a substantial 
addition to their knowledge, may safely be advised to undertake its 
perusal, Others, if they wish to be amused, should be warned that 
they will find it extremely solid. It is as unlike as ible to 
Carlyle’s magnificent series of tableaux vivants, or Lamartine’s 
elegant biographical romance of the Girondins. On _ the 
other hand, it is wholly free from those doctrinaire political 
disquisitions and those declamatory exhibitions of partisan- 
ship in which some French writers have indulged. The 
spirit in which Professor Von 7 examines the transactions of 

rench and European politics is that of sober inquiry and a patient 
search after truth. e purposely rejects those aspects of the tre- 
mendous struggle which have the strongest personal or dramatic and 
romanticinterest. The wildest and direst incidents of the Revolu- 
tion, from the capture of the Bastille to the death of Louis XVI. on 
the guillotine, are briefly andcoldly related. The author seems to 
have aimed at aoyeas the mind calmly and steadily intent upon 
facts of quite a different nature—upon the social, economic, 
and administrative condition of France, the defects in its 

litical constitution, the disorder of its finances, the 
Siesspentention of the army, police, and judicial system, and the con- 
fusion in every department of the public service. He gives ur, in 
the clearest, most concise and convenient statements, a large store 
of authentic information, chiefly statistical, concerning these matters, 
which cannot be found in any other book we have read. This 
is really instructive ; such history is worthy of study. At the same 
time, he frequently takes an opportunity to review the general state 
of the country, and of neighbouring countries, at different iods 
of his narrative. He describes, very fairly and sagaciously, the 
situation of French parties, the ——— of public —, and the 
elements of political actien in the National Assembly or the Con- 
vention ; and he scrutinises, with minute accuracy, the circumstances 
of particular transactions or negotiations. He does full justice to 
the able statesmanship of Mirabeau, and exposes the conceited follies 
of the Gironde party. But one of the most im t and original 
features in his work is the complete insight he has gained into 
all the most intricate and obscure passages of European policy, 
before and after the outbreak of the revolutionary war. In this 
respect, we believe, Professor Von Sybel’s me vy so far as it will 
extend, with the sequel, which is to be brought down to the date of 
the Consulate, will entirely su every such compilation as 
that of Sir Archibald Alison, The German author has not depended 
upon files of old newspapers and the Annual Register for his in- 
formation about the diplomacy of that momentous epoch. He has 
enjoyed peculiar advantages for the performance of his task, 
having been permitted to explore the arehives of the Prussian 
Government at Berlin, those of the French Foreign Office 
and War Office, with all the papers left by the Com- 
mittee of Public Safety, and the Directory, at Paris; the 
records of the Austrian Government in Belgium, the reports of 
Dutch and Bavarian Ministers, and the correspondence of the 
Duke of Brunswick and the Prince of Coburg, and of other German 
mili commanders, with the leading statesmen of Prussia in 1792 
and 1793, By the diligent and skilful use of these materials, in addi- 
tion to those already provided p the memoirs, letters, and despatches 
elsewhere given to the world, Professor Von Sybel has succeeded in 
throwing — tee | a ny + and clear _— as ej F any otherwise 
have been obtained upon the origin and progress o greatest of 
European wars.

This pretty little book is “for girls and boys,” and it is far better 
than the majority of the tales written for the combined amusement 
and instruction of that much-enduring race of two genders—that is 
to say, it is far better than the short stories to which category it 
belongs. It is tolerably original, and very lively. The psychological 
question, however, is not treated in a perfectly satisfactory manner, 
and there is a vain display of small knowledge, especially in the 
case of the Latin and French languages ; but it is sprightly, and 
decidedly readable. 

The Boy's Own Book: A Complete Encyclopedia of Sports and 
Pastimes, Athletic, Scientific, and Recreative, (Lockwood and Co.) 
The fathers of big boys in this generation may remember how, when 
they themselves were little boys, they delighted in the “ Boy’s Own 
Book,” and they will approve of the publication, after some years’ 
interval, of this enlarged and modernised edition, which contains 
many things unknown to the boys or men of the pre- Victorian era, 
Croquet, for instance, “ Aunt ly,” the aquarium, photography, 
the stereoscope, the canoé, the Indian ball game of “ La Crosse,” 
the Italian ball game of the Pallone, the Scottish pastimes of golf and 
curling, and the improved German or Swiss methods of gymnastic 
exercise, have been introduced within the last twenty or thirty 
years; besides which, the progress of chemistry and of elec- 
trical and optical science given rise to a variety 
of interesting experimental demonstrations, and of newly-invented 
toys or instruments. It need scarcely be remarked that the last- 
mentioned class of objects, presented for the entertainment of youth, 
may be made to serve the higher purpose of opening the intelligence 
to a perception of physical laws, and cultivating those habits of 
accurate observation and correct reasoning from the facts perceived, 
which are not usually so well develo by school-lessons, On this 
account, if ore no other, —— —— should ae place in 
every “ complete encyclopzdia of sports and pastimes.” e present 
edition of the “ — Own Book” contains, with much else of that 
kind, a practi guide to the art of photography, many 
chemical prescriptions, and directions for using the magnet, 
the electrical machine, the galvanic battery, the air-pump. 
the microscope, the telescope, and all sorts of lenses and 
reflectors, which may well be put into the hands of careful 
boys. Another good feature in the modern system of juvenile 
recreations is the attention bestowed upon the care of plants and 
—— both in gardening out of doors and taking care of ferns or 
flowers in the house, keeping or breeding -y ' poultry, singing- 
birds, silkworms, and not only gold-fish, but all the diverse tenants 
of the aquarium—fishes, reptiles, insects, and weeds. This depart- 
ment, that of domestic natural history, is also explained in “ The 
Boy's Own Book,” which is further enriched with a new section on 
drawing-room games, acting charades and the like ; some additional 
chapters on games of skill, including billiards and bagatelle, and a 
variety of conjuring-tricks and puzzles. The riddles, which had 
become rather stale, in the former editions, are now omitted. We 
are glad to recognise the old pictorial headpieces and tailpieces, so 
cleverly designed, and the mottoes quoted from good old English 
poetry, prefixed to each chapter. 

La Lyre Francaise, By Gustave Masson. (Macmillan and Co.) It 
will be strange if this pleasant and useful little volume be not con- 
sidered one of the best contributions to the admired “ Golden Trea- 
sury Series.” Not only is the collection of lyrical pieces such as one 
would like to have always at hand, but the collector's preface and 
notes and index are of themselves quite a little treasury of informa- 
tion.

pace,” sung by Mr. Vernon Rigby; and Rossini’s cavatina, “ Bel - 
raggio,” sung by Mdlle. Carola—a fine selection admirably per- 
formed under the able direction of Mr. W.G. Cusins. The room 
was crowded, and many eminent musicians and amateurs were 
among the audience. 

Mendelssohn’s “ Walpurgis Night” will be performed, for the 
first time in Exeter Hall, on Wednesday next, the 25th, by the 
National Choral Society, under the direction of Mr. G. W. Martin. 
Mr. Santley will take the part of the Druid Priest. The band and 
chorus will number 700. Handel’s “ Acis and Galatea” will form 
the second part of the concert, Mr, Santley singing “ Ob, ruddier than 
the cherry !” 

The time-honoured and far-famed Gewandhaus Concerts of Leipsic 
are carried on with great éclat at present. The nineteenth, last 
week, in celebration of the 125th anniversary of the foundation of 
these concerts, consisted of music composed by the conductors of the 
last five-and-twenty years—Mendelssohn, Rietz, Gade, David, and 
Hiller. There was much enthusiasm, of course, in the orchestra and 
among the audience.

Nilsson in the character of Ophelia than to 
the merits of the piece, the music, or the performance. The libretto 
is by the well-known dramatists MM. Carré and Barbier; and the 
music is from the practised pen of M. Ambroise Thomas. The 
heroine (as we have said) is Ophelia—a Danish heroine, personated 
by a Swedish prima donna; a circumstance which the composer has 
turned to account by giving some traits of northern nationalit. 
to the music of her part. There is especially a plaintive Swedish 
melody with which she seems to have turned the heads of the 
Parisian public, The librettists have wandered far from the text of 
Shakspeare, which, indeed, is not well fitted for musical purposes ; 
and the success of the piece is not likely to be enduring, nor is it 
probable that any attempt will be made to produce it on the English 
stage. It will, however, “draw” for at least the present season ; as, 
in regard to scenery, costumes, decorations—everything that belongs 
to spectacle—it is one of the most gorgeous things ever seen in the 
Rue Lepelletier. 


THE THEATRES, 


Ovr report of the week's dramatic proceedings is rich in the pro- 
duction of new pieces, One new drama, that at the Haymarket, is 
of the utmost importance, It is a piece in six acts, or, as they are 
called, “a prelude and five tableaux,” and entitled “A Hero of 
Romance.” This title yefers us to M, Octave Feuillet’s “ Roman 
dun Jeune Homme Pauvre,” already tolerably well known to the 
English playgoer by Mr, Oxenford’s version, a in 1859 at the 
Princess's, under the title of “Ivy Hall.” The present is a far dif- 
ferent version, the work having been submitted to Dr, Westland 
Marston’s revision, who has supplied it in great - with new 
dialogue of singular brilliancy. [he story is simply the workin 
out of an ideal, and the hero is merely its personal development, 
nobleman sinks into such a condition of poverty that he willingly 
accepts a stewardship in a wealthy family, to whom he is recom- 
mended by the family doctor. ye his title of Marquis and 
contenting himself with the name of M. Victor (Mr. Sothern), he, 
nevertheless, attracts the attention of the circle to which he is in- 
troduced by his superior manners, The heiress cannot resist the 
attraction, and the governess, who penetrates his secret, deter- 
mines on securing him as a prize, His accomplishments are 
various, He can play on the piano and he can tame a horse, With 
such qualifications he secures the confidence of his employers, 
and needy relatives apply to him to secure them a place in his 
patron’s will But his integrity is unassailable, and therefore he 
provokes the hatred of the self-seekers, who conspire against him 
and excite the suspicions of Lady Blanche (Miss Robertson), who 
accordingly treats him with marked distrust, His genius prevails, 
however, against these influences; but at length he is driven to 
desperation by an accident, Wandering among the ruins of Elfin, 
he is joined by Blanche, whom he conducts up a tower; but on 
descending he finds the gate locked, the shepherd who shows the 
ruin having supposed that all the visitors had departed. And now 
it would seem that the night must be passed in confinement. The 
lady suspects that all this is the contrivance of the Marquis, that 
by compromising her reputation he may enforce his claim to her hand, 
aluing honour above life, the romantic hero throws himself into the 
gorge below. Fortunately, he escapes with a trifling hurt ; but further 
trials await him, Intrusted with the papers of his employers, he 
destroys a document which affects the credit of a testator ;—he is 
discovered, but will give no explanation. The benevolent doctor, 
who has been all along his guardian angel, is able to explain the 
matter, Thus re-established in Blanche’s good opinion, she with- 
draws from a contract which she had made with a middle- man 
of the world in order to marry the Marquis, whose titles and virtues 
are now both equally established beyond question. The drama con- 
cludes with a vision of illuminated gardens, in which a féte is about 
to take place, The drama was throughout admirably acted, and the 
brilliance of the dialogue ensured it an indisputable success, 

A new drama has been produced at the Surrey, the work of Mr. 
Henry Leslie, and entitled “ Friendship, Love, and Truth,” This 
also is a success, but of a different kind. The scenery by Messrs, 
Callcott and Telbin is of itself sufficient to attract a numerous 
audience. The drama itselfis a stage-novel. In structure it is 
very elaborate, and some of the stage expedients are new and 
strange. Two cousins are suitors of the same young lady. Herbert, 
supposed to be illegitimate, is the favourite; and Reuben, to cir- 
cumvent him, is furnished with a carriage and horses to bear her 
away in haste. Herbert, however, is beforehand with him; and, 
placing the lady within and displacing the coachman, drives off 
the vehicle himself, Reuben, however, has his revenge; for, at a 
picnic in the neighbourhood of Skiddaw, he contrives to make his 
cousin so jealous of Lord Ellington, that, after fighting a duel, he 
deserts his bride. Seven years then pass, and the scene opens in 
sight of the opera-house in Paris, which is —— y masqueraders, 
Here all the parties turn up; and ultimately Herbert. recovers 
not only his wife, but receives a son, of whose existence he 
was not aware, and whom he had en as a model (for 
he is an artist), in ignorance of the @’s identity, Many 
of the scenes are eff.ctive, for the story has its bilities ;

In the last Number of this Journal it was 
mentioned that we had received from corre- 
spondents with the British Army in Abyssinia 
a few sketches of the scenes they have wit- 
nessed on the way from Senafe to Attegerat 
(or Adigerat, as we are now bidden to spell 
it), the temporary head-quarters of General 
Sir Robert Nay ier, We have engraved several 
of these sketches for the present week. 

We are indebted to Count Seckendorff, a 
distinguished officer of the Guards in the 
Prussian Army, who accompanies the head- 
quarters of this expedition, for the sketches of 
Adigerat and Goun-Gouna, which we have 
now engraved. The Illustration on 273 
represents the camp of Adigerat. e ae 
staff on the right indicates General Sir R. 
Napier's head-quarters ; and that on the left 
marks the place of the commissariat stores, 
The camp falls due west, overlooking the 
village of Adigerat and the semi-ruinous 
fortress which is depicted in the background 
on the right. The Engraving below shows 
a portion of the town or village. The 
walled-in building on the hill is the church ; 
the view shows also a few of the mu 
and stone huts which compose the village. 
This place, Adigerat, is about 120 miles from 
the seacoast at Zulla. The other Engraving 
on the same page represents the church at 
Goun-Gouna, visited by the Commander-in- 
Chief, at one of the halting-places of the force 
between Senafe and Adigerat. It is situated 
on an elevated ledge in the face of the rock, 
and is most difficult of access. A curious and 
rather elegant piece of ornamental church 
furniture, onging to Goun-Gouna, is the 
subject of one of Count Seckendov ff's drawings. 
It is a silver cross of unique design, bearing 
an ancient inscription, which is translated— 
“This cross of Christ belongs to Haira 
Mahalatie. Who steals, be he accursed.” It 
seems that Haira Mahalatie wes the name of 
a Princess who gave or bequeathed this croes 
to the church of Goun-Gouna. 

The Commander-in-Chief of the expedition, 
Sir Robert Napier, arrived at Adigerat on 
Feb. 7, and intended to stay there a fortnight, 
while the advanced guard was sent on to 
Antalo on the 11th. e ostensible reason for 
the General waiting so long at Adigerat is to 
meet the King of Tigre, Tiiess Kassai, who 
was expected to arrive on the 18th, and whose 
alliance is promised, Major Grant, the well- 
known companion of Captain Speke in the 
exploration of Africa, had visited Kasai at 
his capital, Adowa, and had returned with a 
friendly message. He was followed almost 
immediately by two special envoys, or ambas- 
sadors, from the Court of that potentate. 
Their arrival is the subject of one of our Ilus- 
trations. It is from a sketch by Mr. G, A. 
Henty, the special correspondent of one of the 
London daily newspapers, who gives the fol- 
lowing description of the scene :—

2 of the Hing, on 
a mule, with qoergoous caparisons of stamped 
green and red leather, bearing the tiger ram- 
pant, the arms of the great potentate his 
master. The ambassador was clothed, like 
his body-guard, in whitey-brown cloth of 
coarse ae Amy 3 red ends. With thie, 
as a sign of his dignity, he envelo not 
only his body, but his mouth and chin, as 
did the chiefs behind him. He wore round his 
neck a fur collar with long tails, The am- 
bassador of the great King was bareheaded. 
His hair was arranged, as is the manner of the 
chiefs of his people, in a series of little plaits, 
which ran in parallel lines from his forehead 
over the head to the nape of the neck, This 
style appears to be copied from the Assyrian 
bas-relievos in the British Museum, Next to 
the ambassador of the great King rides the 
Archbishop upon a mule similarly caparisoned. 
The Archbishop is clothed in absolutely white 
robes, with tur to match. These digni- 
taries both have stirrups to their saddles, in 
which the great toes only are placed, to, I 
should say, the imminent danger of those 
members, if the mule shouldstumble. Behind 
these great personages rode the inferior chiefs, 
These, either from a feeling of modesty, or 
from a lack of animals, rode two upon each 
mule. Behind followed the spearmen of the 
guard on foot. These were about thirty in 
number, and were armed with lance, sickle, 
and shield.” 

The aving on our front page is made 
from Mr. Henty’s sketch. On the left is the 
38rd Regiment; next to them is the 10th 
Native Infantry, flanked by the Scinde Horse, 
The procession is preceded by three horns, 
Then comes a man with a tomtom. The 
ambassador rides in the midst ; next to him is 
the Archbishop, in a white turban. Behind 
are two chiefs riding on one donkey. Adigerat 
itself lies in the ground, The building on 
its left is a ruined castle; that on its right is 
the church, The building behind the cavalry 
isa castle, inhabited by the wife of the local 
chief of Adigerat, who is a captive in the 
hands of Gobazye, King of Lasta. 

We have to thank Captain F, F. Atkinson, 
of the 45th Regiment (the “ Sherwood 
Foresters”), for sending us a collection of 
sketches of the landing-place and camp at 
Zulla, or Zoula, in Annesley Bay; two of 
which are engraved for this Number. Captain 
Atkinson writes as follows :—“ At the landing

in every conceivable costume. Boats are swarming about the pier, 
with steam-launches, lighters, Arab dhows, and canoes, huddled in 
one heterogeneous mass. In passing along the pier, one is warned 
by the = ae screech of an approaching engine to get out of the 
a horrid noise, combined with the native poin ’s 
flag, perhaps infuriates some newly-landed bullocks, which 
charge helter-skelter at full gallop, scattering everyone right and 
left. A condensing-engine, at the right of the sketch, in a house 
hung with matting by the crew of ‘he flagship Octavia, is working 
day and night, filfin water-tanks for the numerous fati parties 
employed in its vicinity and also for the use of the locomotives, which 
refuse to drink salt water. At these tanks, which are the subject 
of one of my ay | an average number of 6000 animals daily 
receive their supply of water. n the morning and evening an 
almost interminable line of sheep, cattle, and beasts of burden 
may be seen anne with extreme impatience towards the trough, 
which is capable of accommodating about one hundred of the 
animals at once. Horses, in their mad desire for water, often 
break the rein and halter, and gallop furiously down to the tanks. 
Each and all are allowed as much as they wish to a being 
driven away to make room for their neighbours. eir Indian 
drivers and atten@ants drink at the same time with them, side b 
side. The natives of the country cannot understand how 
an immense crowd of men and animals obtain this water. Some 
of their chiefs were asked if they thought King Theodore would 
be able to fight us. They replied, ‘He is able to fight men, not 
devils who take the salt water and drink it!’ The process of 
condensing must seem to their unscientific minds a kind of black, 
unholy magic. A second vier, strongly built upon piles, about six 
feet above high water level, is being rapidly finished, and is even 
now greatly accelerating the landing of commissariat stores, for 
which alone it was erected. An immense amount of business is 
transacted in and around the ‘Commissariat Office, which is 
situated between the two piers. About 600 yards up the railway, 
the line crosees the track taken by the transport train across 
the my A plain on the first day’s march towards Senafe. 
If King Theodore could see the night train speeding at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour down the seven miles at present finished of the 
‘Zula and North-Western Railway,’ he would agree with the Shoho 
chiefs, that ‘ he could not fight devils,’ and that his wisest course 
would be to make peace with ‘the salt-water drinkers.’
